S.R.O. #48, dated 3rd Oct. 1960. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
aectlon 191 of the Army Act, 1950 (46 of 1950), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following further amendments In the Army Rules, 1954, namely: — 

1. Short Title, — These rules may be called the Army (Amendment) Rules 1960. 

2. In Appendix I to the Army Rules 1954, in Form No. I-COMBATANTS and In 
form No. II— ALL NON-COMBATANTS INCLUDING FOLLOWERS,— 

(1) Under the heading “Questions to be put before enrolment”— 

(a) for the words ‘first eight’, the words ‘first ten’ shall be substituted; 

(b) after question 2, the following questions shall be inserted, namely: — 

‘3. (a) Are you a citizen of 


India? 3. (a) 

If so, whether by birth or 
descent or registra- 
tion or naturalization 
or otherwise? 

(b) Where were you born? (b)

(c) existing questions '3 to 14' In Form No. I — COMBATANTS and questions 
‘3 to 15’ In Form No. II— ALL NON-COMBATANTS INCLUDING 
FOLLOWERS shall be renumbered as ‘5 to 10‘ and ‘5 to 17’ respectively. 

(2) Under the heading ‘CERTIFICATE OF ENROLLING OFFICER’ for the 
words and figures ‘question Nos. 1 to 8’ the words and figures ‘questions Nos, 1 to 
10‘ shall bo substituted. 

(3) Under the heading ‘Description on Enrolment’ for the note with asterisk 
mark regarding date of birth the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

^"Should tally with the date of birth/age given in one of the certificates 
specified in Government orders. If an Individual is not in possession 
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o f any of these certificates the apparent age shall be assessed by the 
Enrolling Officer in consultation with' the Medical Officer. In such 
cases a certificate of age as given below shall be obtained from the 
individual: —

documentary evidence regarding my age or date of birth, I further 
certify that I am aware that my age as a'sSSssed by the Enrolling

(a) In para 2, for the words and figures ‘questions 1 to 14’ in Form No. I — 

COMBATANTS and ‘questions I to 15’ in Form No. II — ALL NON- 
COMBATANTS INCLUDING FOLLOWERS, the words and figures 
‘questions 1 to 18’ and ‘questions 1 to 17’ shall be respectively substi- 
tuted. 

(b) In para 4 — 

(i) /or the words and figures ‘QUESTIONS, 6, 7 and 9’ the words and 
figures ‘QUESTIONS 8, 9 AND 11’ shall be substituted; and 

(ii) for the words and figures ‘QUESTION NO 9’, the words and figures 
‘QUESTION NO 11’ shall be substituted. 

(c) In para 5, for the words and figures ‘questions 7 and 9’, the words and 
figures ‘questions 9 and 11’ shall be substituted.

— The following draft rules for the division of 
Secundrabad Cantonment into wards as well as for the determination of the num- 
ber of members to be elected by each ward, which is proposed to be made in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of section 31 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924) and in supersession of the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No, S.R.O. 412 dated 20th Sep- 
tember 1953 is published as required by the said section for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and a notice is hereby given that the said 
draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 10th November 1960. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person through 
the general officer Command ing-in-iChief, Southern Command, with respect to 
the said draft before the date as specified will be considered by the Central 
Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Secun- 
derabad Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1900. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Division of Cantonment in Wards, — For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board, the Cantonment of Secunderabad shall be divided into the 
following wards namely: — 

Ward 1 

Ward 2 

Ward 3 

Ward 4, and 

Ward 5 
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3. Boundaries of Wards. — The boundaries of each of the wards shall be as 
specified in the schedule to these rules.

Ward No. 1. — All that portion of the Cantonment area lying to the North of 
Palm-Bidar Road; to the east of Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 171 to 
160; to the south of Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 160 to 148; to the west 
of Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 148 to 135 (including Sitarampur Vil- 
i n<T e), Tarbund Road, Napier Lines and Tarbund Bazar. 

North . — Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 160 to 148. 

East,— Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 148 to 135, Tarbund Road,. 
Napier Lines and Tarbund Bazar. 

South.— Palm-Bidar Road. 

West.— Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 171 to 160. 

Ward No. 2 . — All that portion of the Cantonment area to the North of 
Alexandra Road (Sardar Patel Road) from Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 104 
do 179; to the east of Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 179 to 171 (including 
IRasulpura Village, Begumpet Police Lines, Gun Bazar, Tarbund Bazar and Napier 
Lines), Tarbund Road and from junction of Tarbund Road with Hashmathpet 
'Road to the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 135; to the south of Cantonment 
iboundary from pillar No. 135 to 134, Hashmathpet Road and Gun Rock Road; to 
(the west of Bolarum Road, Wellington Road, Picket Road, including Picket 
EBazaar, Club Road and Bolton Road upto its junction with Alexandra Road 
(Sardar Patel Road). 

North.— Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 135 to 134, Hashmathpet 
Road and Gun Rock Road. 

East. — Bolarum Road from junction with Mornington Road, Wellington 
Road, Picket Road upto Northern boundary of Picket Bazaar, Club 
Road and Bolton Road. 

South. — Alexandra Road (Sardar Patel Road) from Cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 194 to 179. 

West. — Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 179 to 173, Palm-Bidar Road 
and Tarbund Road. 

Ward No. 3. — All that portion of the Cantonment area lying to North of 
Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 36 to 1 and Alexandra Road (Sardar Patel 
Road) from Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 to 194; to the East of Bolton Road, 
Club Road, boundary of notified Picket Civil area (excluding Picket Bazaar), 
Picket Road, Wellington Road, Bolarum Road, Gun Rock Road, Hashmathpet 
(Road, Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 134 to 123, Lothukunta Road (Ruara 
(Road), Hislop Road; to the south of Yapral Road from junction with Amherst 
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tR ,?, ad Cantonment boundary pillar No. 80 and Cantonment boundary from 
pillar No. 80 to 71 and to west of Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 71 to 38. 


North.— Yapral Road from junction with Amherst Road to Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 80, Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 80 to 


East. — Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 71 to 38. 

South. — Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 36 to 1, Alexandra Road (Sar- 
dar Patel Road) from Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1 to 194. 

West— Bolton Road, Club Road, Picket Bazaar, Picket Road, Wellington 
Road, Bolarum Road, Gun Rock Road, Hashmathpet Road, Canton- 
ment boundary from pillar No. 134 to 123, Lothkunta Road (Rudra 
Road), Hislop Road. 

Ward No. 4.— All that portion of the Cantonment area lying to west of 
Bolarum Road from Cantonment boundary pillar No. 123 to 114 and Cantonment 
boundary from pillar No. 114 to 100 upto crossing of Lytton Road alignment 
between pillar No. 101 & 100; to South of Lytton Road and to west of Bassev 
fftoad, Bushby Road (Raiendrasinhji Road), Richardson Road, Amherst Road, 
Hislop Road, Lothkunta Road, (Rudra Road) upto junction with Bolarum Road 
lat Cantonment boundary pillar No. 123. 

North. — Lytton Road. 

East. — Bassey Road, Bushby Road (Rajendraslnhjl Road) Richardson Road, 
Amherst Road, Hislop Road and Lothkunta Road (Rudra Road). 

South. — Cantonment boundary pillar No. 123. 

West- — Bolarum Road from Lothkunta junction to Alwal old Octroi Post 
and Cantonment boundary from pillar No. 114 to 100 upto the cross- 
ing of Lytton Road alignment between pillar No. 101 and 100.
